long as possible. 


Terribly From Heat and 
Cholera sé: 

Peshawar, India—The continued 
heat is appalling, but everything is 
being done to mitigate the sufferings 
of the troops. Ice plants have becn 
fitted up at Landikotal and Dakma, 
and an attempt is being made to sup- 
ply a pound of ice daily to cach Bri- 
tish soldicr. Special huts have been 
equipped in the Khyber district for 
treatment of heat cases. The violent 
epidemic of cholera, which broke out 
in June, lasted nearly three wecks. 
There were 1,663 cases. and 566 
deaths, principally among the camp’s 
followers. Six British officers and 15 
mon also Wicd, but the disease is now 
practically stamped out. 

A special train now daily carries 
troops for short spells to the Murree 
Hills. The troops are now better 
housed and fed than in any previous 
campaign. The firm steadiness of 
the British troops in facing the heat 
deserves the utmost admiration. 


Set Price Of U.S. Wheat 


Wheat and Wheat Flour Imports and 
| Exports Put Under Prescribed 


Limitations 
Washington, President Wilson 
has signed an executive. order in- 
creasing the guaranteed price of the 
1919 wheat crop to $2.30 per bushel 
at Galveston and New Orleans. 

At the same time a presidential 
proclamation gwas issued declaring 
that in order “to protect the United 
States against undue enhancement of 
its liability” under the law guaran- 
tecing wheat prices, that on and af- 
ter July 31 no wheat or wheat flour 
should be imported into or exported 
from the United States except with- 
in prescribed limitations to be pre- 
scribed by the wheat administrator.

Question of Stock 
Running at Large in 
Municipal Districts 


Under the provisions of The Municipai 
District Act/Sections 206 to 216a inclusive, 
authority is given to any Municipal 
District to pass a by-law with reference 
to stock running at large. By the amend- 
ments made to the Act at the recent 
session of the Legislature, at the request 
of the Hon. A. G. MacKay, Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, any by-law of a Mun- 


\icipal District with reference to stock 


running at large, must be submitted for 
approval to the Minister before it can be 
advertised as.provided for by Section 214 


of the said Act, and any Municipal Council

that is considering the putting into force 
of a by-law with reference to stock run- 
ning at large, should be careful to see 
that they have the necessary approval 
endorsed on a certified copy of their by- 
law before it is advertised. This amend- 
ment was asked for not because it was 
desired to interfere in any way with the 
business of the Municipal Districts, but 
for the purpose of protecting Municipal 
Districts as far as possible, from. trying to 
enforce a by-law which would be illegal, 
and which would ‘get them into trouble. 

The following is.a copy of the model 
form of by-law which is being sent out to 
the Municipal Districts under the instrue- 
tions of the Minister, so that they may 
draw up their by-law in accordance there- 
with :— 

By-law No. 

A By-law of the Municipal District of 

as teats No... for restraining animals 
at large. 
1, No horse, etc. (describe animals to be 
affected), the property of any person, 
resident or non-resident, within the said 
Minicipal District of .... ....

2, An animal at large shall be deemed 
to be any animal not under direct control 
of the owner or someone acting under hig 
authority, or not confined within any 
building or lawful fence.

8. ‘The provisions of the Stray Animals 
Ordinanee, the Entire Animals Ordinanee, 
the Herd Ordinanceand thePound Distriet 
Ordinance, shall gease to be operative 
within thesaid Mani¢ipal Distriet on the 
coming into foree of this by-law (if itis 
desired to retain the Stray Animals Ordin- 
ance or the Entire Animale Ordinance, 
the one to be retained shall not be men- 
tioned in tiis section.) 

4% Anyferson who suffers or siaveslts 
any animal, whieh he is entitled to poss- 
ession of, to be at large within the gaid 


Municipal District, shall be guilty of a 
breach of this by-law, and shall, under 
summary, conviction under Part- XV of 
the Criminal Code, forfeit and pay as a 
penalty an amount not exceeding One 
Hundred Dollars and costs, and in default 
of payment forthwith after conviction, 
shall betiable to punishment by imprison- 
ment with or without hard labor for a 
period not exceeding thirty days, unless 
such fine and costs, including the costs 
of committal, are sooner paid.

noted : 

Section 1 refers to ‘‘resident or non- 
resident.’’ If it is desired to make the 
by-law apply to non-residents only, the 
necessary change desired should be made. 

Section 6 provides for the limiting of 
the number of cattle or horses or sheep 
that a man owning land within the Mun- 
icipal District may be allowed to run at 
large. 

The question of the number that may 
be allowed to run.at large in-‘any Muni- 
cipal District rests with the Council of 
the District, but no prodisigu can be in- 


serted in the By-law so as to allow the| 


owner of land to have more than one 
cattle or horses or five Hundred sheep 
running at large for each quarter section 
of land in the Municipal District owned 
by him, It should, of course, be borne 
in mind that it is not necessary for the 
Municipal Council to deal with this point 
at all unless they so desire. 


It is important that the provisions of 
the Act in regard “to advertising of the 
by-law sheuld be carefully followed; that 
is, that any by-law with reference to stock 
running at large, which the Council of the 
Municipal District intends putting into 
operation, should, after the form of by- 
law has been approved by the Minister; 
be advertised by some Newspaper pub- 
lished in the Municipality, .or if there be 
no Newspaper published in the Municip- 
ality, in some Newspaper having a circul- 
ation therein. Such notice shall contain 
a short synopsis of the By-law, and in 
addition, a copy of the by law is required 
to be posted up in fifteen conspicuous 
places in the Municipality; one of these 
places being the office of the Secretary- 
Treasurer- 


If within thirty.days of the publication 
of the notice in the Newspaper, ten res- 
ident electors of the Municipal District 
petition the Council to do bo, the by-lay 
must be submitted to a vote of the res- 
ident ‘electors, and a two-thirds majority 
of those voting is Yequired before the 
Council can place thevby-law in operation,
